Tho exact location 
was not given however, and tho auth- 
orities did not stato tho causo of the 
Texan's distress but reports reaching 
shipping circles hero from other sourc- 
es Htato that tho vesses had been ram- 
med amidships In collision wit hanolh- 
cr ship. * 


A stenmer arriving here today stal- 


ed that at -I a. m. she picked up nn 
S O S call from the Texan reporting 
that she had been struck amidships 
and was sinking. Lifeboats had been 
lowered. Tho last message from the 
Texan said "Goodbye. jVo more." 
't was said that a ste.-uncr which had 


picked up tho Texan's S O S calls was 
hurrying to her assistance, and that 
tho crew of il had taken to tho life- 
boats. 


Tho Texan left hero recently wth n 


cargo of nitrate, hound for a French 
port, agents of the vessel stated. 


In (ho absence of definite word re- 


garding Ihe accident, opinion was ex- 
pressed that the Texan may hove en- 
countered Icebergs. Kfforls wero made 
by government radio stations to com- 
municate with ships by which tho 


Texan might have neon In collision, 
The fact that the Texan ivos appar- 
ently sinking soon after helngr ram- 
med without «-urd aa to assistance by 
another vessel in savins the, crow, 
mado tho accident puzzling, authori- 
ties stated.

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Greater Use of Potatoes Uurged 


'The Irish potato on every table in America every day.in 


the year is the object of a campaign begun by the United States 
Food Administration," says a^dispafch 'from Washington. 
Food dealers will be asked lo inaugurate a "potato day/1 se- 
lecting a day in the week on which regular deliveries may be 
light,.and making a special price on potatoes for that day. The 
public will be urged lo buy with reasonable regularity in order 
that distribution may be equalized so far as possible for the 
next five or six months, thus assisting in relieving railroad 
congestion and in encouraging the production of a large crop 
next .season. 
The Agricultural Department is studying im- 


proved methods of potato .growing, and what is learned will 
be avilable to all the farmers of the country. 


How much it will be possible to accomplish through such a 


campaign remains to be seen, but that potatoes ought to be on 
every (able every day in the year is beyond uestion. 
It is one 


of the best and most healthful of all foods, notwithstanding the 
claim that it is composed chiefly of starch and water, and it is 
liked by practically everybody. _:- There are many people who 
do not eat cabbage, turnips and tnany of the other vegetables, 
but the man, woman or child that does not like potatoes is a 
rarity. '

The potato is one of the most agreeable, if not one of the 


best, substitutes for flour, and for this reason its free use is 
especially desirable at a time when the drafts upon 'the world's 
wheat supply are abnormal. 
Another thing in its favor as a 


good staple at this time is the fact that il can be grown in 
practically all parts of the country, as it adapts itself to dif- 
ferent soils and climates beyond almost any other crop. 


The potato has been a staple food arlicle from the time it 


was discovered and developed, and there is reason to believe 
it always will be. There is little need of urging people to eat 
potatoes so long as they are able to get them at anything like 
reasonable prices. The aim of the government in this direc- 
tion should be to stimulate the production of the crop in every 
possible way, and then to protect the people against extor- 
tionate prices founded on jugglery and chicanery. It will not 
do when there is a good crop of potatoes to have prices kept up 
by allowing train loads lo rot or freeze on sidetracks. 
There 


shoxild be the utmost watchfulness in guarding against this 
form of robbery, and severe penalties should be imposed upon 
any man or men who attempts lo sweat the people on the price 
of. potatoes when there is an abundant supply. 


With proper safeguarding at this point there will always be 


a large use of potatoes. 
The people need no urging to eat 


them. They will lake care of that end of the business so long 
as they can get them at fair prices, and this they will be able 
lo do in normal seasons if the hands of the exploiters and 
speculators can be stayed.
